There is such a thing as "too 


much hardening" of children. The 
attempt to cur* the ingrained, home- 
grown'riethod of coddling youngsters 
by an indoor life in cold weather or 
an excess of garments when outdoors 
led faddists to the other extreme — to 
overdo the exposure. 


In the brave days of Indian life 


the red men and 'their "children en- 
dured severe degrees of cold ar.d ice 
with little more than moccasins and 
a blanket. Their children, however, 
were not "all face." 


The papoose or child was wrapped 


up like a mummy and strapped upon 
the back of the squaw. But as the 
child grew up, \his bare legs, arms 
and face became accustomed to the 
elements. 


Then came the inculcated poison 


of civilization, namely, a 'lot of gar- 
ments, artificial heat, niore meat and 
luxurious food than was heeded. This 
affected the flesh much as pepsin and 
predigested foods do the stomach. 
That is to say, it removed the habit, 
training-, adaptation and the neces- 
sity to work and resist. 


Just. as such a stomach becomes 


lazy, so a skin thus petted and 
spoiled by clothing, heat and rich 
foods becomes tender. 


Art, artifice and artificialities ot 


civilization make the skin easily sub- 
ject to weather conditions. Thus if 
by chance altered weather conditions 
occur at moments not opportune to 
change the garments, the skin is less 
prepared than that of ragged urchins, 
Indians and others accustomed to 
bad weather, and colds, sore thrqats, 
influenza, 
pneumonia and 
similar 


maladies begin! 


The "hardening process" adopted 


some twenty years" ago for children 
and others .was the attempt to coun- 
teract these, weakening influences 
of overclad, overwarmed children. 
Unhappily, it was somewhat too sud- 
den and too radical in several in- 
stances, and pneumonia and worse 
occurred from cold winds. 
Infants- 


and young children too tightly clail 
in mid-winter were .allowed to be 
cold over too long a time. 


At last a sane middle course has 


been successful. 
Children need not 


wear hats until freezing cold begins. 
They must be kept active in the 
cold, but if still in arms or in go- 
carts they should be protected from 
winds by being indoors in carriage 
or crib near open windows and in 
the', sunlight. 


"When out of doors no intervals of 


over an hour or half, an 'hour ought 
to elapse without, taking the child 
indoors and changing its linens.
